LONDON, Dee. 8 (AP).— 
In fighting mood today, Prime 
Minister Churchill defended 
Britain’s intervention in 
Greece and Italy—and won a 
resounding 279-30 vote of con- 
fidence from the House of 
Commons. 

The 70-year-old leader received 
his ninth vote of confidence after 
declaring that Britain had acted 
in Greece only to avert “gangster” 
rule. He stood by the British Gov- 
ernment’s opposition to Count Car- 
lo Sforza, whom the United States 
has supported in the Italian Gov- 
ernment crisis. 

Simultaneously withthe vote of 
confidence, British Ambassador 
Halifax announced in Washington 
that the Amefican and British 
governments had achieved an un- 
d ding on the Greek and 
ItAlian issues — without defining 
the “understanding” further. Fight- 
ing between leftist forces and Brit- 


ish troops was continuing in Ath- 
ens even as Churchill spoke. 


Churchill Demands Test Vote. 

His ire aroused by bitter, British 
left-wing denunciations of his 
stand, Churchill himself demanded 
the vote of confidence as justifi- 
cation for continuance of his pol- 


Commons gave him that support. 
He said such action would mean 
that Britain “will persist in this 
policy of clearing Athens and the 
Athens regions of all those who 
are rebels to the constituted au- 
thority in Greece.” 


But he made it abundantly clear 
that the policy was not designed 
for Greece alone; that Britain 
stood committed to the right of a 
people to choose their government 
in free election, but that it would 
not tolerate a “gang of men from 
the mountains” overthrowing con- 
etitutional authority by violence.

Flymen Stop Production by Taking ‘Recess’ 
in Violation of Union Contract and 
Defiance of Officers.

The unauthorized strike of 
members of the Paper Handlers’, 
Flymen, Sheet Straighteners’ and 
Stockroom Employes’ Union, 8t. 
Louis Local 16, prevented publi- 
cation of the three St. Louis news- 
papers, the Post-Dispatch and 
Star-Times yesterday afternoon 
and the Globe-Democrat _ this 
morning, and delayed publication 
of the first editions of the 
Post-Dispatch and Star-Times to- 
day. 

At a 40-minute meeting this 
afternoon, the strikers voted 
unanimously to return to work. 
Editions of the Post-Dispatch and 
Star-Times were on the presses 
soon afterward, 

The men’s decision was an- 
nounced by Charles D. Bond, in- 
ternational representative of the 
paper handlers, who said: 

“The strike is over, and our peo- 
ple are returning to work immedi- 
ately.” 
Joseph Marshall, paper hand- 
lers’ local president, said: | 
“We held out to try to better 


conditions for our men in the 
armed forces when they return. 
We have 50 men in the service, 
and one has been killed.” 


Munro Roberts, secretary of the 
St. Louis Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, representing the three 
dailies, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he refused yes- 
terday to meet repregentatives of 
the Paper Handlers’ Union s0 
long as their members remained 
away from work. He had told 
the union representatives he 
would be glad to begin conferring 
with them “five minutes after the 
men go back to work.” 


Henry M. Peterson, president of 
the AFL St. Louis Web Press- 
men’s Union, Local 38, of which 
the Paper Handlers’ Union is a 
branch, said today that the exec- 
utive committee of his union had 
voted yesterday not to comply 
with International President 
George M. Berry’s order that the 
pressmen do the flymen’s work, 
while the latter remain out. If 
the pressmen had complied with 
this order, it would have been pos- 
sible, though with some delay, to 
publish’ the three daily papers.

U.S. BRITAINREAG 
UNDERSTANDING, 
HALIFAX REPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
British Ambassador Halifax said 
today that the United States and 
British governments had achieved 


“understanding” on the Greek 
and Italian political issues, 

He spoke to reporters after a 
conference with Secretary Stet- 
tinjus at the State Department. 
He did not define “understanding” 
or say whether there now is agree- 

ment between Washington and 
London on future handling of 
political issues in Italy and 
Greece. 

Meeting reporters outside Stet- 
tinius’s office, Halifax said he be- 
lieved the result of the current 
clash of views would be to 
strengthen the unity of the United 
States and Britain by making both 
sides more careful hereafter to 
consult on every issue of common 
interest. 

“I don’t think we need be un- 
duly excited about what has 
happened,” Halifax said. 

“The note now should be one 
of substantial understanding in 
the certainty that it will be the 
purpose of the two governments 
to consult together on all future 
occasions and to share their 
friendly counsel at all times.” 

The situation which took Halifax 
to the State Department also sent 
Prime Minister Churchill to Com- 
mons today to defend the use of 
British troops in Greece and the 
British veto of Count Carlo Sforza 
as a Premier or Foreign Minister 
in Italy. 

In both cases the United States 
had laid down the policy of 
favoring freedom of choice by the

Deepest penetration of the Sieg- 
fried line was made by Texans of 
the Ninetieth Infantry three miles 
north of Saarlautern. The defense 
zone, however, is thick. Maj. Gen. 
Harry L. Twaddle’s Ninety-fifth 
Infantry, across the river from 
Saarlautern, also was beating 
against a fringe of Siegfried line 
pillboxes in the suburban towns. 

Already the great blast furnaces 
of Dillingen, Volklingen, Neunkir- 
chen and—most of all—of Saar- 
brucken, now are as good as use- 
less to Germany. They drew their 
iron ore almost entirely from 
French Lorraine, which now is vir- 
tually completely in Allied hands. 

The two greatest steel plants in 
the whole Saar valley are in the 
eastern Saarbrucken suburb of 
Brebach and the western suburb 
of Burbach.

New Water-Purifying Chemical 
Developed by Army and Firm Here 


The Lambert Pharmacal Co., 
2117 Franklin avenue, working in

Dr. George F. Reddish, chief 
bacteriologist of the company, de- 
livered the report, which was 
jointly prepared by Dr. Reddish 
and Alfred W. Pauley Sr., a lab- 
oratory chemist of the company.

under various climatic conditions. 

“The advantage of the rapid. 
dispersal qualities of the tablet 
is that a soldier may drop a tablet 
into his canteen and will have wa- | 
ter fit for drinking within a few | 
minutes,” Norton said.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec: 8 (AP). 
—The Tokyo radio admitted today 
that an earthquake shook Tokyo 
and othér parts of Japan yebSter- 
day, causing a tidal wave which 


covered houses with water, start- 
ing a landslide and damaging 


buildings. 

The quake, which eccurred on 
the third anniversary of the Jap- 
anese attack on Pear] Harbor, was 
recorded by seismographs around 
the world and J. J. Shaw, veteran 
West Bromwich (England) seis- 
mologist, said that it was “one of 
the greatest I have evér recorded.” 


After almost a day of denials of 
major damage, the Japanese news 
agency Domei broadcast the fol- 
lowing dispatch: 

“The seismic center of the earth- 
quake which hit the Tokyo district 
yesterday afternoon was in the sea 
of Enshu., 

“The districts affected by the 
earthquake include Hamamatsu, 
Shizuoka, Nagano and their vicin- 
ities, where some damage was 
caused to dwellings. 

Tidal Waves in Shizuoka. 

“In Shizuoka prefecture (rough- 
ly 125 miles southwest of Tokyo) 
tidal waves caused some houses 
to be inundated, while in Nagoya 
damage was slight, with only win- 
dow panes being broken. 

“In general, the damage was 
slight with practically no damage 
caused to our production facili- 
ties,” Domei said,

LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, one of his- 
tory’s great orators, obviously en- 
joyed himself today in his foreign 
policy speech, heckling his hec- 
klers, swapping oral punches and 
spicing solemn declarations with 
touches of humor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
A sizable task force of B-29s 
dropped a “record load of bombs” 
on Iwo island, in the Japanese 
Bonin-Volcano group yesterday 
in co-ordination with attacks by 
Navy surface ships and Liberator 


bombers. 

The combined attack was an 
obvious effort to neutralize the 
airfields from which the Japanese 
have launched raids on Saipan. 

The Japanese base is 750 miles 
from Tokyo and a like. distance 
north of the Superfortress base at 
Saipan. 

Informally, the Twentieth Air 
Force announcement’ explained 
that the “record load of bombs” 
meant that it was the biggest 
tonnage per plane dropped so far 
by any B-29 on any raid. 

Shelled by Naval Craft. 

A Pearl Harbor announcement 
of Navy-directed participation in 
the attack said warships bombard- 
ed shore installations on Iwo while 
a “heavy force” of Liberators 
struck the island in a co-ordinated 
attack. The action, the communi- 
que said, was in co-operation with 
the B-29 blow. 

The Superfortress bombing was 
done through heavy clouds with- 
out interference from either Jap- 
anese fighters or antiaircraft, it 
was announced here, and all of 
the B-29s returned. 

Iwo is regarded as the likely 
takeoff point for 10 Japanese 
bombers which raided Twenty- 
first Bomber Command headquar- 
ters on Saipan Wednesday, de- 
stroying one Superfdrtress and 
damaging two others. 

First word of retaliation for that 
raid came from Saipan itself, with 
an announcement that the B-29s 
had added Iwo to their target 
schedule.

The surprise landing Thursday 
in Ormoc harbor, under the guns 
of Sevegth Fleet déstroyers and 
Swarms of fighter planes, cut in 
half the heavily-defended Yama- 
shita line extending north and 
south from Ormoc, 


This bold penetration of the 
Philippines inland seas to west 
Leyte caught the Japanese strate- 
gists by surprise, At the hour of 
landing, a 13-ship enemy rein- 
forcement convoy bound for Ormoc 
was spotted, attacked by fighter 
planes and wiped out, together 
with the 4000 enemy troops and 
equipment aboard, 


The Leyte campaign, _stale- 
mated for more than a month by 
storms and Japanese reinforce- 
ments after swift conquest of its 
eastern side, roared into high gear 
on the third anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor day. 


In all, 19 enemy ships, including 
seven destroyers, were sunk 
Thursday off Leyte in troop-carry- 
ing operations while planes else- 
where in the Philippines areas 
blasted nine cargo vessels. 


62 Jap Planes Downed. 


Sixty-two Japanese planes were 
shot down over and around Leyte 
at a cost of five United States 
planes whose pilots were rescued. 


Although the enemy airforce 
was routed over the 13-ship con- 
voy, some of its dive and torpedo 
bombers penetrated the Seventy- 
seventh’s invasion scene to hit a 
destroyer and a small converted 
destroyer-transport.

Despite the enemy reinforce- 
i Ments and continued storms which 
made a morass of the countryside, 
. virtually all of the Third Ukrain- 
ian Army columns scored ad- 
vances yesterday, hurling the en- 
emy back on-a 135-mile front. 

Lake's South Shore Cleared, 

Tolbukhin’s forces completely 
cleared the south shore of 48-mile- 
long Lake Balaton in Western 
Hungary, rolling to within 41 
miles of Austria's province of 
Styria and cutting direct rail com- 
munications between Budapest 
and Axis fronts in Croatia and 
Northern Italy. Moscow dispatches 
said some Soviet units already had 
swept around the southwestern 
end of the Jake to within 35 miles 
of Austria and less than 110 miles 
from Vienna. 

In the advance up the west 
bank of the Danube one Soviet 
column gained eight miles and 
stormed through Adony, 22 miles 
south of Budapest. This put Tol- 
bukhin’s troops 12 miles east of 
the Budapest - Szekesfehervar 
trunk railwag and 20 miles from 
Szekesfehervar, which controls all 
Axis rail traffic southwest of the 
capital. 

Gaing Between Adony and Lake. 

Other units, striking on a 34 
mile front between Adony and the 
northeastern corner of Lake Bala- 
ton, overran 60 populated places, 
including Sarszentagota, 15 miles 
southeast of Szekesfehervar; Deg, 
20 miles on the south; and Enying, 
17 miles on the southwest and 
four miles from Lake Balaton. 

On a 53-mile front between the 
southwestern end of the lake and 
the Drava River frontier with 
Yugoslavia Red troops moving 
in the direction of Zagreb and the 
Austrian frontier captured 50 lo- 
calities, including Szentgyorgy, 
near the lake, and Vors, two 
miles south of the water barrier 
on the severed Budapest-Ljubl- 
jana-Trieste railway. 

In the’ drive on Nagykanizsa, 
which stands in the middle of a 
31-mile defense line between the 
lake and the Drava, one Russian 
column captured Nagyszakacsi, 
15 miles east-northeast of the key 
stronghold, and also cleared most 
of a north-south railway between 
the lake and Barcs on the Drava 
River. Captured Barcs at the 
lower end of this front is an 
eight-way road and rail junction 
about 70 miles east of Zagreb.

Saarbrucken was suffering the 
fate of Aachen. For the ninth 
consecutive day, Third Army 105s 
and 155s battered it with high ex- 
plosives, 

While the Germans sacrificed 
their rich little arsenal valley of 
a million population, hundreds of 
thousands of whom are skilled 
iron workers and coal miners, 
there were continued evidences of 
German withdrawal on both vital 
flanks, along the upper Rhine and 
the middle Roer opposite Cologne. 
To the north, the Germans 
again cloaked their movements on 
the east bank of the Roer with 
smoke screens on the United 
States Ninth Army front. First 
Army patrols pushed to the bank 
of the flooded Roer beyond the 
Hurtgen forest village of Berg- 
stein. The weather was so bad 
that night fighters were grounded. 
The Germans tossed moderate 
artillery and mortar fire across 
the Roer at the Ninth Army be- 
tween Linnich and Julich. 

The Ninth Army reported new 
signs of enemy movement in little 
villages east of the Roer, east 
and southeast of Julich. Thunder- 
bolts bombed two bridges on the 
Erft River and canal which the 
Germans are likely to defend out- 
side Cologne and other Rhineland 
cities should the Allies force the 
flooded Roer. 

Infantry of Lt. Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges’ First Army seized high 
ground between Inden and Pier, 
five miles northwest of the Roer 
River citadel of Duren, They ad- 
vanced onto a ridge commanding 
Schlich and forced the Germans 
back for several hundred yards 
north of Bergstein. South of that 
Hamlet, the First Army beat off 
two counterattacks, 


Four Miles From. Colmar. 


To the south, the Allies jabbed 
down the Alsace plain to within 
four miles of Colmar, where, 
front dispatches said, the Germans 
were fighting a rear guard action 
toward the Rhine rail bridge at 
Breisach, 14 miles from United 
States Seventh Army vanguards. 
The seventh was fircely engaged 
in Mertziller, six miles northwest 
of the German base at Haguenau. 
The enemy rewon the northeast 
corner of the village by counter- 
attack. 

The Seventh captured Mouter- 
house, four miles south of the 
Maginot stronghold of Bitche, 
which was attacked by 75 planes. 
Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch 
moved his center into Gambsheim, 
a mile from the Rhine and eight 
northeast of Strasbourg. 

The Seventh Army was rolling 
the Germans toward the Saar and 
Palatinate on a 35-mile front and 
had advanced within four and a 
half miles of the frontier. 


French Drive Ahead. 


French First Army troops virtu- 
ally cleared the long Thur River 
valley through the\ Vosges, north- 
west of Mulhouse, occupying 
Bitschwiller and cafrying the fight 
into the streets of ann beneath 
the lofty steeple of its ald Gothic 
church, Thann is 22 miles south- 
west of Colmar and the site of 
machine shops, chemical plants 
and textile mills.

Reports From Scientists. 

The shocks were reported by 
scientists in England, Switzerland, 
Germany, India and the United

Each observatory said _ the 
tremors were “extremely violent.” 
In England, Seismologist Shaw 
said “the whole earth” had vi- 
brated nearly six hours after the 
shock. : 

Shaw, who said the shocks were 
recorded at 8:48 a. m. Greenwich 
time (11:48 a. m. St. Louig war 
time), said that wind tremors ob- 
scured tracing the direction but 
that it was likely they centered 
“in the Aleutians, the Kuriles or 
Japan.’ 

Commenting on a Bombay ob- 
servatory report that the quake’s 
epicenter was “probably Honshu,” 
the main Japanese island, Shaw 
said: 

“If this is so, then Japan has 
suffered a greater catastrophe 
than in 1923 (when 99,331 persons 
were killed). The disturbance on 
my instrument was not nearly so 
big in 1923.” 

He added there was a possibility 
the epicenter may have been in 
the Tuscarora Deep, about 100 
miles off the east coast of Japan, 
“in which case they would have 
had severe earth tremors and 
tidal waves.” 

In the Tuscaora Deep, on which 
Japan almost stands, the Pacific 
goes down -26,000 feet, and this 
makes Japan one of the earth’s 
most unstable regions. 

Potentially “Catastrophic.” 

The Swiss radio, reporting obser- 
vations at Zurich and Nurnburg, 
said if the “quake took place in 
populated regions the _ conse- 
quences are bound to be catas- 
trophic.” 

Scientists at California Institute 
of Technology, Pasadena, Cal., said 
the earthquake appeared to be 
“one of the largest in 40 years.” 

At the Alipore observatory, Ben- 
gal, India, selsmologists said the 
epicenter of the quake was “about 
3130 miles away,” or approximate- 
ly the distance to Tokyo.

British: Send Out Armor 
to Meet Force—Clashes 
Flare Again After 
Overnight Lull. 


ATHENS, Dec. 8 (AP). — Brit- 
ish patrols in tanks and armored 
cars pushed out from Athens to- 
day to meet 700 E.L.A.S. militia- 
men advancing from the north- 
east on the Greek capital, where 
general firing was resumed after 
an overnight lull in the civil 
strife. 

From machine-gun _ positions 


atop the Royal Palace and cap- 
tured Communist headquarters in 
Constitution Square, British para- 
chute troops covered patrols fan- 
ning out through the wooded park 
behind and east of the palace. 

E. L. A. S. patrols infiltrated 
the woods and took up new posi- 
tions during the night, despite con- 
stant fire. The E.LA.S. were re- 
ported dug in strongly around five 
concrete stadia deeper in the park. 


House-to-House Mop Up. 


Parachute troops pursued the 
house-to-house cleanup in the resi- 
dential section across the main 
road to Pireaus, port of Athens, 
from the park to the foot of the 
Acropolis. Parachuters held the 
heights of the Acropolis. 

The E.L.A.8. forces, militia of 
the E.A.M. (National Liberation 
Front) and the Greek police and 
British troops have been involved 
in clashes for nearly a week, pre- 
cipitated by the Greek Govern- 
ment’s order to the E.L.A.8. resis- 
tance forces to lay down their 
arms. 

The E.L.A.8. strategy in the new 
attack appeared to be to bring up 
forces from the southeast suburbs 
back of the Royal Palace to rein- 
force those engaging a Greek 
mountain brigade barracks to the 
northwest. Reserves also were 
reported coming in from. the 
northwest to join the engagement.

Proclamation 


Promises 
Equality Before Law— 
Freedom of — 
to Be Restored.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower told 
the German people today “the rule 
of justice and equality before the 
law” will be established in Ger- 
many by the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment and that every person ac- 
cused of crime will be given an 


opportunity to defend himself in 
open court. 

A proclamation, issued in Hisen- 
hower’s name and broadcast by 
Allied transmitters, said special 
military government courts will 
be established in occupied Ger- 
many to punish offenses against 
the interests of the Allied forces 
and the United Nations. 

No death sentence will be car- 
ried out, said the proclamation, 
without written confirmation by 
the Supreme Commander or a rep- 
resentative nominated by him. 

Eisenhower promised the Ger- 
man people freedom of worship 
yesterday, but warned them they 
would forfeit it if they allowed 
religious gatherings to be used for 
political purposes. 

“The churches will be cleared 
of all National Socialist influ- 
ences,” the Supreme Commander 
said in a broadcast message. 

“National Socialists who. have 
usurped office within a religious 
community will be relieved of 
their posts. 

“Places' of worship will be re- 
opened and remain open, It will 
be for the German people to see 
that the sanctity of religious serv- 
ice is safeguarded and that this 
fundamental right of every human 
being is not misused.” 

Eisenhower said the Allied Mili- 
tary Government would “recognize 
the claims of religious communi- 
ties for restoration of property 
of every kind wrested from them 
under legal pretenses, or other- 
wise, by National Socialist bodies, 
or individuals.” 

In addition, he said, the Ger- 
man people would again be 
granted the right of free owner- 
ship.

| WAS BORN IN ST. LOUIS 


Gen. Bruce, Lawyer's Son, 
Holds Medals for Service 
in Two Wars. 


Maj. Gen. Andrew D. Bruce, 
who commands the Seventy- 
seventh (Liberty) Division, which 
made new landings yesterday in 


'the Ormoc Bay area on the west 


coast of Leyte to split the Japa- 
nese defense pocket in that sec- 
tor, is a former St. Louisan. 
Gen. Bruce, whose legal resi- 
dence now is Temple, Tex, was 


born Sept. 14, 1894, in St. Louis. 
The Bruce family lived at 6000 
Natural Bridge road and moved 
from St. Louis when the future 
general was 3 years old. His 
late father, John L. Bruce, of 
Mercedes, Tex., was a member of 
the St. Louis law firm of Orr, 
Christie, Bates & Bruce in the 
1890s. 

Having received his early edu- 
cation in Kentucky, Gen. Bruct® 
graduated from Texas A. & M. 
College in 1916 and entered the 
Army as a second lieutenant of 
infantry in June, 1917. He fought 
with a machine gun battalion in 
the Chateau-Thierry, Aisne-Marne, 
St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensives of World War I Among 
the decorations he received were 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 
Legion of Honor, the Croix de 
Guerre with gold star and the 
Purple Heart. 

Gen. Bruce is noted for his de- 
velopment of basic doctrines of 
American antitank warfare and 
principles which guided the con 
struction of its modern tank de- 
stroyers—37 and 75 millimeter 
field pieces and the 105 millimeter 
howitzer on mobile platforms. This 
self-propelled artillery, especially 
the 105 millimeter howitzer, played 
an important part in the rout of 
the German Afrika Korps at 
Alamein, 


The Army’s tank destroyer cen- 
ter at Camp Hood, Tex., where 
Gen. Bruce was commandant in 
1942 and early in 1943, was estah- 
lished under his guidance. He 
received the Distinguished Service 
Meda! last June for his develop- 
ment of tank destroyer tactics. 

The Seventy-seventh Division, 
the sixth which Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur has identified as commit- 
ted in the Leyte campaign, is a 
veteran of the r uest of 
Guam. It is made up basically of 
New York and Pennsylvania men.

A Government directive an- 
nounced Tuesday which would 
make more Arkansas and Okla- 
homa coal available to St. Louis 
will not insure an adequate sup- 
ply unless residents take imme- 
diate delivery from coal yards to 
give space for storage of incoming 
shipments, Mayor Aloys P. Kauf-| 
mann said yesterday following a 
conference with officers of coal 
committees.

SHELL SHORTAGE 


Instance Cited Consid- 
ered Local—Eisenhow- 
er Says Flow of Sup- 
plies Will Save Lives. 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Paris, Dec. 8 (AP).—The 
Allied armies need more and more 
shells for battering their way into 
Germany, but there is no shortage 
serious enough to impair the pres- 
ent offensive, it was said at su- 
preme headquarters yesterday. 

Reports that one infantry unit 
on the United States Ninth Army 
front was not given the artillery 
support it requested because the 
batteries had fired their quota 
were regarded as reflecting a local 
situation rather than a general 


condition. 

“There always is the possibility 
of a local shortage due to trans- 
portation difficulties,” a high offi- 
cer said. “We need all the shells 
we can get, but there is no general 
shortage. The campaign would not 
have been undertaken if we did 
mot have enough shells — but, of 
course, we can always use more.”

EISENHOWER SENDS 
APPEAL TO N.A. M. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP).—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower told Amer- 
ican manufacturers yesterday that 
a constant flow of heavy amnfuni- 
tion, tires, trucks, guns and planes 
would reduce “the great sacrifices 
American fighting men are com- 
pelled to make.” 

Eisenhower sent this message 
which was read at the National 
Association of Manufacturers’ for- 
ty-ninth annual meeting: 

“My message to you is simple 
and direct. It is merely that 
American fighting men _ believe 
they have a right to expect from 
you prompt production of every 
single thing they need in accom- 
plishing the defeat of our ¢oun- 
try’s enemies. They have been 
led even more to expect this be- 
cause of the marvels of Amer- 
ican production. 

“They clearly understand that 
you have your difficulties. You 
have problems of materials, prob- 
lems of risk, and many more. 

“But they have a right to ask: 
Are your problems as grave as 
those that rest upon a division 
that has been ordered to capture 
a heavily defended hill from the 
enemy? Are they as difficult to 
solve as those that rest upon the 
commander of a bombing force 
who must lead his formation 
steadily and unfalteringly through 
a hail of flak to deliver his bomb 
load accurately upon his target? 
Do you have any problem s0 
goul-shaking in its implications as 
that of leading a battalion of 
young Americans through bullet 
swept zones to attainment of their 
@bjectives? 

“Are the risks that you must 
run as great as those that are in- 
curred by every rifleman that re- 
sponds to his Captain’s orders for 
an attack? 

“That soldier must go forward, 
he must win, and his chances of 
coming back safely to the United 
States vary in direct ratio to the 
completeness in which you men 
assembled here devote yourselves 
to your great tasks. 

“Send him heavy ammunition, 
tires, trucks, guns and planes, and 
the great sacrifices American 
fighting men are compelled to 
make, even in success, will be re- 
duced and your responsibility to 
them, to the country and ta,your- 
selves will be fully met.” 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur sent a 
Message in which he said “no 
soldier doubts that the great pro- 
duction record of the past will be 
continued to the end.” 

The N. A, M. said in a resglu- 
tion Wednesday: “We pledge man- 
agement’s unceasing and uninter- 
rupted continuation of its effort to 
produce an even greater volume 
until victory is finally won.” 


DISABILITY PENSION RULING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
No deductions will be made from 
@ veteran’s disability pensions in 
connection with G. I. bill loans 
“unless there is evidence of in- 
tent to defraud.” 

Even then, Brig. Gen. Frank T. 
Hines, administrator of veterans’ 
affairs, said yesterday, deductions 
would be made only if collections 
cannot be made in any other way.

Union, of which union the flymen 
and paper handlers’ union is a 
subordinate union, deputized Ed- 
ward Kaufman, secretary of St. 
Louls Web Pressmen’s Union No. 
38, which is also affiliated with 
the International Printing Press- 
men and Assistants’ Union, as a 
special representative of the in- 


; ternational union, and instructed 
| him to appear at the Globe-Demo- 


crat, order the flymen and paper 
handlers to return to their work, 
and tell them that if they refused 
to return to their work the press- 
men would perférm their duties. 
When Kaufman reached _ the 
Globe-Democrat Wednesday night 
al] of the flymen and paper han- 
dlers had left for the night, the 
pressmen performed their work, 
and publication was resumed. 
While the International Printing 
Pressmen and Assistants’ Union 
has a representative in St. Louis, 
he was not available at the time, 
and therefore Kaufman was ap- 
pointed to act for the interna- 
tional union. 

Refusal to Return to Work. 

“About 9 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing Charles Bond, representative 
of the International Printing 
Pressmen and Assistants’ Union, 
called the secretary of the Pub- 
lishers’ Association on the tele- 
phone and informed him that he 
had been advised of developments 
during the night and also that he 
had spoken to the officers of the 
Flymen and Paper Handlers’ 
Union and told them to tell the 
men (who were to meet at 10 
o’clock) to return to work imme- 
diately. 

“Later in the morning, Joseph 
Marshall, president of the Flymen 
and Paper Handlers’ Union, ad- 
vised the secretary of the Publish- 
ers’ Association that he and the 
secretary of the union had told 
the members of Bond’s instruc- 
tions that they return to work, 
but the men voted not to return 
to work, but to continue in recess 
until they had a definite offer 
from the publishers. 

“The publishers had no notice 


of the strike, which Marshall re- 


fers to as a ‘recess,’ and it came 
as a complete surprise, especially 
since the officers of the union had 
said that they would recommend 
to the union that negotiations be 
held in abeyance, and the contract 
provides for the arbitration of any 
dispute and the union had never 
even aS much as suggested arbi- 
tration. What the members of the 
union are striking for the publish- 
ers do not know. 

“The publishers are definitely 
committed to bargain collectively 
in good faith with all of the un- 
ions, including the Flymen and 
Paper Handlers’ Union, and stand 
ready to fulfill their obligation to 
the Flymen and Paper Handlers’ 
Union by arbitrating any issues 
that cannot be settled otherwise.” 


Text of Berry’s Telegram. 

Following is a telegram sent yes- 
terday to the St. Louis ‘Chapter of 
the Pressman’s Union by George 
L. Berry, president of the AFL In- 
ternational Pressmen’s and Assist- 
ants’ Union: 

“Pressmen’s Home, Tenn., 
/ Dec. 7, 1944. 
Meyers, Chairman of the Chapel, 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

I have wired Secretary Dalton of 
St. Louis Paper Handlers’ Union 
No. 16 as follows quote: 

“My understanding is that the 
members of Paper Handlers’ Union 
No. 16 rave struck the newspapers 
in St. Louis, This is in violation 
of the laws of our International 
Union and in violation of our 
pledge to the Government of no 
strikes for the duration of the war. 
It is an illegal unauthorized strike 
and the members of Local No. 16 
are required to return promptly to 
their employment and report to me 
the causes for this illegal action. 

“I am communicating with the 
St. Louis Newspaper Printing 
Pressmen's Union No. 38 through 
its secretary, who was deputized 
by this office last evening to see 
to it that the newspapers were 
printed. I am likewise sending a 
copy of this telegram to Special 
Representative Charles D, Bond, 
as well as a copy to the represen- 
tative of the St. Louis Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, to the end 
that there may be no misunder- 
standing. 


“In the event of the members of 
No. 16 failing or refusing to com- 
ply with the instructions herein 
stated, then the members of the 
Newspaper Printing Pressmen’'s 
Union No, 38 are required to pro- 
ceed to print the newspapers and 
to do such work as may be neces- 
sary to put the papers on the 
street. Neither the St. Louis 
Newspaper Pressmen’s Union No. 
38 ner the International Union can 
either directly or indirectly con- 
done this illegal and unauthorized 
strike. The prese@&tion of the 
whole newspaper structure cannot 
be jeopardized by an illegal and 
unauthorized action taken by the 
members of St. Louis Local No. 16.

Found Living Like Rats in Cave 


Wretched, Starving People Utterly Lacking 
in Gratitude for U. S. Aid—in Labyrinth 


Threee 


Weeks.

WITH THE NINETIETH 
DIVISION IN GERMANY, Dec. 
8 (delayed) (by radio).—In a 
mammoth cave running back 
from the reverse slope of a hill 
overlooking the Saar River I saw 
loday one of the most unholy 
tights I have yet witnessed in 
this war. 


In this cave, where water con- 
linually drips from the stones, I 
found 1700 German men, women 
and children who have not seen 
the light of day for more than | 
three weeks. Now walking around 
with eyes slitted from so long a 
time in darkness, these filthy, 


wretched people wander like so 
many human bats about the sgub- 
terranean corridors of what once 
was a vast mushroom factory. 


The air in the cave is foul and 
heavy, there are no sanitary fa- 
cilities and the general stench is 
accentuated by the barnyard odors 
of 90 cows, 68 goats, 11 horses 
and 30 or 40 chickens which these 
crazed Germans brought into this 
cave with them. 

Right after noon today I set 
out in a jeep with First Lt. Wil- 
liam C. Gilpin, Cleveland, O., 
leader of an intelligence and re- 
connaissance platoon, who discov- 
@red this cave and its population 
enly a few days ago when the 
Ninetieth Division took this hill 
from the Germans. As we wound 
our way up the corkscrew path 
to the mouth of the cave, Gilpin 
explained that while on recon- 
naissance near the top of the hill 
he discovered a thin column of 
steam coming out of some low 
bushes, He cautiously approached 
the bushes, pushed them aside 


the leader of these 1700 half- 
starved, bat-eyed people I talked 
with some of these Germans as 
they lay on pilés of wet straw. 
They said that when the German 
Army began excavating towns be- 
fore the advance of the Ninetieth 
Division they did not wish to be 
driven into Germany. From Otto 
von Papen, who owns a castle 
at nearby Saarlautern, they _ re- 
quested permission to take their 
children and chattels into this 
cave operated by the peasants as 
a mushroom factory. 
Threatened With Burial Alive, 


Once settled in the cave, a trek 
accomplished while the German 
Army was holding back the Nine- 
tieth Division, these people were 
visited by the Volksturm who 
threatened to blow up the mouth 
of the cave and seal the people in 
it. But before the Volksturm 
could carry out their threat, the 
Ninetieth Division had already 
begun to shell the hill with an 
artillery barrage so heavy that 
the forest on the hill now ig so 
splintered it gives the stubby ef- 
fect of a G. I. haircut. 


Hopetess, Listless. 


While the shelling went on, the 
fear-crazed Germans huddled in 
their cave with only a candle here 
and there for light. For food they 
had bread which molded in the 
dank murky wetness, They boiled 
a few potatoes and killed what 
few pigs they had been able to 
haul up in small carts. As the 
days went by they lost all energy 
to walk around in the dark and 
resigned themselves to lying on 
their wet straw pallets. 


Yesterday when I visited this 
tunnel that winds for several 
kilometers into the bowels of this 
hill that is almost a mountain, 
I tried in my heart to find a little

_and discovered that this steam, 
coming from a fissure in the rocky 
soil beneath the bushes, smelled 
of cooking. Puzzled, he and some 
of the men of his platoon inves- 
tigated and came across the open- 
ing of the cave. 


Battle Raged Overhead. 


“We couldn't believe our eyes,” 
Gilpin told me. “When we went 
in with our flashlights the people 
held their hands over their eyes 
and cowered in the corners of the 
eave. They were afraid we had 
come to kill them.” 


Evacuees from seven German 
towns on the east bank of the 
Saar, these 1700 Germans began 
more than a month ago to haul 
bedding, household items and food 
up the tortuous path to the cave. 
Then the animals and the children 
were brought in and there, 200 
feet underground, they remained 
while the Ninetieth Division wrest- 
ed this hill from the Germans,

1700 FEAR-CRAZED 
REICH CIVILIANS 
FOUND IN CAVE 


Continued From Preceding Page. 
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pity for these people, who seem 
to be little more than animals 
lying in their own filth or groping 
their way around in the darkness, 


But it is hard to pity people to 
whom there is no warmth, for 
even though the Ninetieth Division 
has sent in medics to treat the 
sick and the padre has been as- 
sured that these people will not 
be allowed to starve, there is no 
indication that they regard the 
Americans as liberators. 


Lack of Appreciation. 


They did not wish to be driven 
into the interior of Germany, but 
neither do they apparently feel 
any appreciation for the fact that 
as soon as military government 
can be set up in this area they 
will be evacuated from their cave 
and in all probability be allowed 
to return to their homes. 

Of the 1700 persons in thia cave 
approximately 400 are children 
and nearly all of them have great 
sores around their mouths and 
eyes, Many of the old people lie 
about breathing asthmatically, and 
one woman of 82 will probably be 
taken from the cave tomorrow be- 
cause it is evident she cannot 
live much longer. 


One of the women to whom I 
talked was the mother of a 
month-old baby, a baby that was 
only three days old when the 
mother and child went into this 
filthy cave. Holding the baby un- 
der one arm the mother was stir- 
ring something in a crusty pan 
on a little stove on which eight 
other women were cooking. The 
baby, a girl, looked like nothing 
so much as a kitten that does not 
yet have its eyes open. 


Of this mother I asked what 
treatment the Germans expected 
of the Americans. With unsmil- 
ing#face she answered that the 
women had been told that when 
the Americans came the soldiers 
would kill the German civilian 
men and violate the women. 


“We know that the Americans,” 
she said in the same cold voice, 
“will respect both’ persons and 
property.” 

Not even in this mother of a 
few weeks-old baby was there any 
hint of appreciation in that she 
would be allowed to return to her 
home with her child ag soon as 
the evacuation can be accom- 
plished without interfering with 
military operations, 


While talking to these German 
civilians I somehow had the same 
feeling I have had in talking with 
German prisonera: That they re- 
gard Americans as soft hearted 
and fat headed, They accept med- 
ical aid and the fact that we will 
not allow them to starve in that 
cave, but they do not respect us 
for those things and it is that 
attitude that makes it hard for 
me to pity them lying in that 
stinking, dripping cave like so 
many blind rats, 


No Hatred of Nazis. 


As soon as the Ninetieth Division 
pushes far enough beyond the 
Saar so that the roads on this side 
are not blocked with supplies 
needed by the division, these peo- 
ple will go back to their towns 
of Seirsdorf and Buren Emmers- 
dorf and Rehlingen and Gerflan- 
gen and Furweiler and Hemmers- 
dorf and Itzbach. But they will 
not take with them any hatred 
for Hitler and the Nazis even 
though the Volksturm threatened 
to blow up the mouth of the cave 
and seal them into a great stone 
coffin in the bowels of this hill. 


They are strange people. I never 
felt it more than when I turned 
my torch into that tunnel and 
saw that gredt mass of filthy, 
blinded humanity stretching be- 
fore me. It is hard to explain, 
but there was more friendliness 
in the gaunt cows and the starv- 
ing goats, grown skinny on more 
than three weeks of short straw 
rations, than there was in all of 
those 1700 Germans. 


HALL-DORSEY GASE 
DISMISSED BY COURT 


Judge Calls Chief Prosecu- 
tion Witness ‘Perpurer, 
Pure and Simple.’ 
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LOS ANGELES, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Superior Judge Arthur Crum yes- 
terday dismissed charges that 


band leader Tommy Dorsey, his 
wife, Pat Dane Dorsey, and their 
neighbor, Allen Smiley, pummeled 
the daylights out of actor Jon 
Hall. 

The Court said it simply couldn't 
reconcile all the conflicting testi- 
mony. The Court branded Antonio 
Icaza, Panamanian sailor and 
chief prosecution witness, as «a 
“fabulous, masterful fabricator of 
falsehoods, a perjurer pure and 
simple.” 

Polled informally, the jury said 
it wouldn’t have convicted the de- 
fendants on the basis of the evi- 
dennce it had received. The case 
was dismissed on the prosecution's 
motion before defense evidence 
was presented, but the jurors were 
quite willing to hear Dorsey’s ver- 
sion of what happened at the 
cocktail party in his apartment 
Aug. 5. 

Icaza, who escaped from protec- 
tive custody while the Court was 
considering the motion for dis- 
missal, was arrested and booked 
on a charge of perjury. Since he 
is here from Panama on a visi- 
tor’s permit he will be sent home 
soon. If he ever tries to come 
back the perjury charge will be 
waiting, Prosecutor Edwin Myers 
said. Icaza specialized in “I don’t 
know” and “I can’t remember” 
answers. 

Hall said he was glad the case 
had been dismissed. He said he 
at no time wanted t oprosecute 
the Dorseys and Smiley and didn't 
sign a complaint against them.

Apparent Jap Strategy. 

The Japanese retreat in Burma, 
coupled with the advances in 
China, pointed to the reframing of 
the entire Japanese plan of de- 
fense.

Re-entered Blazing Home 
in County — Neighbors 
Drag Youth, 17, 
Through Window. 


Eileen Townsend, 14 years old, 
was burned to death early today 
when she was trapped by flames 
while attempting to rescue her 
brother, Henry, 17, from their 
burning one-story frame home at 
Vigus, St. Louis County. 

Henry Townsend was dragged 
from the burning house by neigh- 
bors, Charles 
Roger, who discovered the fire 


when they arose from bed this 


morning. He was sent to St. Louis 
County Hospital. His mother, Mrs. 
Nora Townsend, who had attempt- 
ed to get him from the house, also 
was burned and was taken to the 
hospital by Myler and Roger. 
Deputy Sheriff Pelham Scott, 


who was summoned by neighbors, 
said Roger and Myler told him 
they saw the Townsend house 
ablaze and arrived there about 6 
a.m. They said they found Mrs. 
Townsend attempting to enter a 
front, first-floor bedroom through 
a window. 

She told them her son, Henry, 
was in the room. By reaching 
through the broken window, Roger 
and Myler were able to drag the 
youth to safety. He told them that 
“Eileen was in there.” 

Mrs. Townsend explained that 
she and her daughter had been 
awakened by smoke and had made 
their way outside. Discovering 
that Henry was still asleep in the 
four-room house, both attempted 
to go back to get him out, she said. 
Eileen fought her way through 
flames and smoke to go through 
the front door, her mother said, 
but she apparently became con- 
fused and passed Henry's room. 
Her charred body was found by 
Deputy Scott under her own bed 
in a room adjoining Henry’s. 

Scott estimated damage at $2000. 

The girl was a seventh-grade 
pupil at Penn School at Vigus. Her 
father, Furlum Townsend, was at

Eighteen-year-old soldiers are now 
being sent to the battlefronts be- 
cause of “urgent military require- 
ments,” the Army disclosed yes- 
terday. 

Under Secretary of War Pat- 
terson said at a press conference 
that the Army has departed from 
its policy of not sending men un- 
der 19 years overseas for infantry 
or armored force duty. He gave 
these reasons: 

The tempo of operations has 
been stepped up greatly. 

The bulk of the Army is in ac- 
tion, and accordingly, the need for 
replacements has tncreased. 

The supply of replacements from 
the pool of men 19 and over has 
decreased because the percentage 
of inductees in that age group 
has fallen off.

The 
destruction by our own planes be- 
hind the German lines in France 
last summer, plus the devastation 
by the Germans when they were 
forced to withdraw, made the 
transportation of men and mate- 
rials to the front lines a difficult 
operation.

Patterson agreed that the Ital- 
lan campaign of a year ago, con- 
tinuing through the winter, was 
the “first demonstration” of the 
need for more heavy artillery. 

“The heavily fortified positions 
they had in Italy,” he said, “simply 
had to be blasted out, like the 
similar positions in the German 
West Wall.

Lesson in Italy. 

The Italian campaign of last 
winter was the first demonstration 
that production schedules should 
be altered to give new emphasis 
to heavy artillery.

A Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 8, 


HEN the Canadian Parlia- 

ment adjourned early this 

morning, the Mackenzie King 
Government had just won what 
looked like a crushing victory. 
The Government had carried, 143 
to 70, a confidence vote phrased 
thus: “Resolved, that this House 
will aid the Government in main- 
taining a vigorous war effort.” 


The resolution, carefully devised 
to be as hard to vote against as 
one in favor of motherhood, ac- 
tually concealed the most disrup- 
tive issue in all Canadian poli- 
tics, that of conscription for over- 
seas service, 

Canada is still split. One-third 
of the Canadian population speaks 
French, owes no loyalty to Brit- 
ain or any other European coun- 
try, and believes Canada is in 
this war as a satellite of Britain 
and not otherwise. The other two- 
thirds speak English, most of 
them have a strong sentimental 
bond with Britain, and practically 
all of them believe that this is 
Canad’s war anyway and that 
Canada ought to be in it with 
everything the nation has includ- 
ing total and compulsory mobil- 
ization of man power. 


Change Since 1939. 

For the sake of national unity, 
though, and in deference to deep- 
rooted prejudice among French- 
Canadians, Canada went into this 
war on a strictly voluntary basis 
and acquiesced in the Liberal Gov- 
ernment’s promises that it should 
remain so. This was in 1939, in 
the days of the “phony war.” Aft- 
er the fall of France, Canadians 
were shocked into adopting con- 
scription for home defense only, 
and in 1942 a plebiscite was held 
to scrap all the Government's no- 
conscription ledges, leave the 
Cabinet free for “conscription if 
necessary.” 

At that time the war outlook 
generally was none too good, but 
Canadian troops were not in, ac- 
tion.

Since the winter offensive was 
launched on the Western front on 
Nov, 8 the First, Third and Ninth 
United States armies alone have 
taken 45,000 prisoners and inflict- 
ed 100,000 casualties on the enemy. 
It is estimated that seven enemy 
divisions have been destroyed and 
21 more depleted. 

This brings the total of enemy 
prisoners since D-day to the neigh- 
borhood of 750,000, representing 
approximately one-quarter of Ger- 
many’s military strength. 

The liberation of France is vir- 
tually completed, but like a dagger 
at the back of the Allied armies 
are the more than 100,000 German 
soldiers sealed up in Lorient, St. 
Nazaire, La Rochelle, Dunkerque 
and near Bordeaux. Unless these 
are disposed of it is feared they 
may undertake some desperate 
adventure, guch as a concerted 
drive overlahd into Spain, 


Bogged Down in Holland. 


With the exception of a minute 
area of German territory held near 
its junction with the American 
Ninth Army, the Twenty-First 
Army group, comprising the Brit- 
ish Second and Canadian First 
armies, .is still bogged down in 
Holland where the Germans opened 
dikes and flooded the country. 
Here the runoff is very slow due 
to the flat geography. 

The Ninth Army is completely 
on German soil and the same is 
true of a considerable part of the 
American First Army. 

Of the Third Army’s two corps, 
the Twentieth and the Twelfth, the 
first is wholly in German territory 
and the second stands on the Ger- 
man border.

The Movie Strike Issue 


It is no issue of union recognition that threat- 
ens to darken every motion picture house in 
metropolitan St. Louis and has already gone a 
long way toward it. It is no matter of wages or 
hours or working conditions. 

Managers of the three suburban theaters 
against which all the maneuvers are aimed have 
told the Post-Dispatch that they have offered 
in the past to contract with the union for one 
man in each projection booth. ‘This is confirmed 
by the union. 

So the whole question is whether two men 
are justified. That the three theaters have man- 
aged with one each is evidence that actually do- 
ing the job requires only one. On the premise 
that a second man may be needed to protect the 
public if fire breaks out, however, some cities 
—St. Louis included—require a second operator. 
This raises a debatable question whether or not 
the public safety can be equally served by ade- 
quately fire-proofing projection booths and pro- 
viding fire-prevention and fire-fighting equip- 
ment. * 

It is within the legal and moral rights of the 
operators’ union to question that conclusion and, 
if it pleases, to try to get the two-operator ordi- 
nance established in the two suburban munipali- 
ties. It is not within the union's moral rights to 
enforce its demand by penalizing everyone else 
in the area with an interest in keeping the thea- 
ters open. 

The union’s insistence on this strong-arm tac- 
tic, together with its own well-deserved bad re- 
pute of the past, heightens a suspicion that it 
is less interested in protecting the public than in 
perpetuating and spreading a feather bed, the em- 
ployment of two men where the job of operat- 
ing needs only one. 

That intention is doing widespread harm to 
people with no part in the dispute. 

As they are seemingly liable for damages if 


» they do not carry out their contracts, distributors 


tried to continue deliveries of film to the three 
non-union theaters—and their own employes 
called a sympathetic strike. Next their films 
were labeled unfair, and operators walked off 
their jobs in unionized theaters—a token of 
ingratitude to the same employers whose pre- 
vious acceptance of the union’s demand gives 
it the power it now abuses. 

That bitter pill becomes none the sweeter 
for the ironic outcome: the non-union theaters, 
real targets of the strikers, are showing to big 
crowds while union theaters stand dark. 

That is no light indictment of the union. By 
choosing the present moment for its maneuvers, 
the union incurs a still heavier one. Lives de- 
pend on war materials; several St. Louis plants 
on the critical list desperately need workers. 
As men with mechanical and electrical skill, the 
men the union is now trying to force into the 
three suburban theaters could assuredly be used 
in war production. . 

For all this cynical abuse of power, the pub- 
lic—the country—pays. Though the movies 
offer relaxation to war-weary workers, are an 
important agency of information and promote 
the sale of war bonds, their closing is the least 
of the cost. .

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Eisenhower Warns the Germans 

Gen. Eisenhower proves himself skilled in 
psychological warfare as well as in’ military 
warfare in his message this week to the Ger- 
man people. When he says that the Nazi Army’s 
scorched earth policy will not avert defeat, and 
will not harm the Allies, who bring their own 
supplies, but will serve only to increase the 
sufferings and losses of the German people, the 
war leader is making a persuasive appeal to 
the Teuton’s strongest instincts—self-preserva- 
tion and sense of property. 

As the course of the war moves steadily into 
the Fatherland, the German's thrift and his 
joy in possessions are outraged by the thought 
of losing his home, his cattle, his farm equip- 
ment in the path of the fighting. If the sacri- 
fice would insure victory, he could be per- 
suaded to make it. But Eisenhower's reasoned 
explanation that it won't insure victory, that it

Budapest's streets, 
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will mean only lgss to himself, and hunger 
after the war ends, is sure to cause some seri- 
ous thinking even among those who still swal- 
low Dr. Goebbels’ propaganda. 

It is too much to expect that this appeal will 
result in any serious open opposition to the 
Nazis when they try to plant explosives and set 
fires in the path of the Allied armies. But 
it can be counted upon to cause property to ‘be 
hidden, to weaken co-operation with the Gov- 
ernment, to rouse doubts in the .minds of Ger- 
man peasants and burghers. Eisenhower's logic 
is incontestable, and his message is a contribu- 
tion to victory. 
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Our Next Move 


Secretary of State Edward Stettinius has sup- 
plemented his statement invoking political self- 
determination for Italy with a pronouncement 
specifically applying the same.high democratic 
principle to Greece. He will find strong support 
for carrying this policy further. 

The exigencies of the situation call for the 
State Department to use all its powers of persua- 
sion to bring Prime Minister Churchill around 
to the same view—a view based essentially on 
the Atlantic Charter and the conceptions of pop- 
ular freedom for which this war is being fought. 

Prime Minister Churchill today repeated, with 
greater emphasis, his adherence to the mistaken 
British policy in Greece. Foreign Secretary Eden 
has previously taken the same stand. All this 
shows how strongly the British Government is 
at present determined to pursue the tactics of 
political domination. 

Nevertheless, Mr: Churchill and Mr. Eden 
are in the wrong. They are as much wrong 
as our own Government was wrong in the 
Darlan affair of North Africa. If the British 
had firmly called our hand then for presump- 
tuously committing them to an ugly policy 
without consulting them, perhaps the principle 
of joint diplomatic action would have been es- 
tablished by the three leading Allies, and we 
should not need now to take a firm position 
toward England for commitjing us to an ugly 
policy without consulting us. 

The loss which British diplomatic prestige has 
suffered because of the Churchill’s and Eden's 
blunders in Italy and Greece may not become 
fully apparent for some time, but it is un- 
doubtedly tremendous. 

Britain has lost diplomatic prestige in Italy, 
whose liberal leaders now think of overriding 
Eden's veto of Count Carlo ‘Sforza by making 
him either Premier or Foreign Minister. 

Britain has lost diplomatic prestige in 
Greece, where even Churchill's monarchist, 
King George II's man, Papandreou, has recog- 
nized the untenableness of the British stand 
by asking the Liberal leader, Sophoulis, to 
form a government. The British have now put 
themselves in the unhappy position of fighting 
on the monarchist side of a Greek civil war. 

Britain has lost diplomatic prestige in Yugo- 
slavia, whose Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz encour- 
aged the Greek leftist demonstration. . These 
developments cannot but set off repercussions 
throughout the Balkans. 

Most important of all, Britain has lost diplo- 
matic prestige with Russia, and. stimulated 
rapprochement between Russia and the United 
States, forfeiting what claim it had built up to 
act as a bridge between these two countries. 

Britain can regain the lost prestige only by 
reversing the anti-democratic -policy which 
Churchill and Eden have invoked so disastrously 


in Italy and Greece, and Churchill today vir-. 


tually challenged the Commons to repudiate his 
policy. ‘ 

Whatever the outcome of the debate, one fact 
cannot be contested. Britain, Russia and the 
United States, in order to maintain harmony, 
must renounce precipitate unilateral actions, 
and dedicate themselves to mutual consultation 
and united decision.

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Still Time to Buy Fuel 


The disclosure by James L. Ford Jr., chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee, that “there are still some people who 
are insisting on coal of a certain grade, size 
and quality that is not available, and therein 
lies the bottleneck,” is a surprising one. 

For months now, since the hottest days of

Perhaps it is in the nature of things that 
an executive must stand by his immediate 
“family” of first Meutenants, as long as he 
leaves them in positions of responsibility 
and trust and is therefore prepared to 
share any disesteem as well as honor with 
them.

The Public’s Right 


The fact remains that the American pub- 
lic has a right to know what goes on here, 
and to expect something more than the 
mere label “insubordination” if there is 
even a moderate amount of truth in the 
accusations that Littell has been making. 

It has seemed pretty obvious to impartial 
investigators for a long time that what As- 
sistant Attorney General Littell has been 
trying to uncover, in the course of his rows 
with Mr. Biddle, hag needed a good deal 
more of executive attention than it has got. 

Primarily, the whole matter traces to the 
at least malodorous, even if not sinister, 
influence in the letting of Government con- 
tracts of “Tommy” Corcoran, formerly a 
high insider in the New Deal family who 
works only among the uppermost brackets. 

Littell, despite obstructions thrown in his 
path by his immediate superior and others 
high in Government, has hammered away 
at a number of deals in which Corcoran 
was involved and had to do with very large 
sums of money. 


Corcoran in the Middle 


These investigations and prosecutions by 
Mr. Littell have got almost nowhere, al- 
though each time they could not help but 
whet the appetite of any curious observer 
for more information. And each time, Lob- 
byist Corcoran proved to be right in the 
middle of things, even for a while operat- 
ing out of the office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral himself. 


Now it might prove, upon unprejudiced 
inquiry, that, even though Corcoran had 
made a lot of money from hig flittings 
about within the New Deal hierarchy, he 
has actually done nothing strictly illegal. 
We don’t pretend to know. 

But the facility with which he has suc- 
ceeded in squelching inquiries into some 
very large operations in which he has been 
interested suggests that it is time for some- 
body to take the bull by the horns and find 
out what all this finagling is about. ~~ 

Despite the fact that some of these things 
have come to the attention of very impor- 
tant executive and legislative bodies, such 
as the Truman committee, the now re- 
moved Assistant Attorney General Littell 
is the only important person so far who 
has had the courage to talk back to the 
high administration voices who seem to 
want to hush the whole thing. 


High Time for Protest 


Having been removed from the Justice 
Department, Mr, Littell obviously is now 
pretty much out of the picture. Maybe he 
needed to be removed from the department 
for other reasons. He was certainly “in- 
subordinate,” but a lot of people feel that 
it was high time somebody was insubordi- 
nate about this messy affair. 

Since the President has assumed the re- 
sponsibility for nullifying the only official 
influence pressing for clarification of some 
of these questionable deals, it strikes us 
that he also assumes the responsibility for 
letting the public know at long last exactly 
what the source of all this thick black 
smoke is. 

The American people admire the trait of 
loyalty to one’s friends and co-workers 
(and Cabinet members), but the vita] pub- 
lic interest in clean and decent Government 
transcends even this sentimentality, 

Mr. Littell’s accusations are now public 
property. They are much too serious to 
wave aside on the mere ground that they 
constitute “insubordination.” They are 
either true or they are untrue. Which?

There is a world of difference 
between the military power of 
the United States today and be- 
fore Pearl Harbor; there has been 
no comparable progress on the 
civilian side. 

There is no doubt a good gen- 
eral reason why we have learned 
to conduct war more readily than 
we have learned to conduct our 
foreign relations. 


Successful in War. 


War is now in high degree a 
kind of armed industrialism, and 
Americans have been able to draw 
quickly upon their aptitude and 
their experience in producing, 
transporting, distributing and in 
handling complicated equipment, 
and in managing the division of 
labor in large scale enterprises. 

But, owing to our long isola- 
tion we have not had at hand 
enough experienced men for the 
conduct of foreign relations, nor 
did we have the tradition and 
the know-how. 


Yet when we have made all the 
explanations, we cannot afford 
indulgently to explain away the 
fact that we could by this time be 
better prepared to form and ad- 
minister foreign policy, and that 
we must most urgently take meas- 
ures to become better prepared. 

The fundamental truth is, I be- 
lieve, that the standard of judg- 
ment we apply to our civilian 
agencies is so much softer than 
that which our military leaders 
have set for themselves and for 
their subordinates. 

The United States could never 
have become the great military 
power it now is if Gen. Marshall 
and Adm. King had continued 
to use men whom they knew to 
be inadequate, if they had not re- 
placed men quickly who were not 
equal to their responsibility. 

They, too, have had to deal in 
a hard way with old friends. They, 
too, have had to overcome politi- 
ca] pressure and the vested rights 
of men well intrenched in their 
jobs. But never would they have 
made the United States a great 
military power if they had been 
as unwilling as the civilian lead- 
ers to exercise their authority 
sternly. : 


Sternness Is Necessary. 


The need for sternness is, of 
course, more immediately evident 
in the fighting services. There the 
failure of a commander has soon 
to be paid for in lives and in 
treasure, whereas in the civilian 
services the consequences of in- 
adequacy and of failure are less 
seif-evident. 

Gen. Eisenhower could not af- 
ford to make a botch his mili- 
tary relations with our“@llies; he 
would have paid for it on the bat- 
tlefields. But if, by a failure of 
our information services, we make 
a botch of our political relations, 
failing to understand what is go- 
ing on among our allies or to 
make clear to them where we 
stand and what we mean, the re-

Without a good many resigna- 
tions, a good many promotions 
and a good many new appoint- 
ments, nothing substantial can .be 
accomplished. The civilian serv- 
ices dealing with foreign relations 
need rejuvenation and reinforce- 
ment. But they need also to be 
organized from the top downward 
in order to make coherent and ef- 
fective the making of policy and 
its atministration. 


Civilian Services Lag. 


We have formed a combined 
force out of the armed services, 
but there is no such combination 
of the Foreign Service, our eco- 
nomic agencies and of the OWL. 
They cannot represent the United 
States efficiently abroad because 
back in Washington there is noth- 
ing that corresponds to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. There is, in other 
words, no War Cabinet to which 
all great matters are submitted 
and from which there is promul- 
gated the policy of the United 
States, as distinct from the policy 
of Elmer Davis or Mr. Morgen- 
thau or Adm, Leahy or Mr. Crow- 
ley or of a chief of division in 
the State Department, or at criti- 
cal points but not systematically 
of the President himself. 

There is lacking a central con- 
trolling brain. It is, of course, 
impossible for anyone’s brain to 
control the whole complex activ- 
ity, and therefore, if there is to be 
control, it must be by a collective 
brain of a small, well-disciplined 
War Cabinet or council, 

As this does not exist, our repre- 
sentatives abroad are not in- 
structed and informed about the 
policies of the Goverriment they 
represent. 


Barrier to Fact-Finding. 


Unable to speak with sufficient 
authority about American policy, 
they do not, except in the rare 
cases where a single individual 
has personal and extra-official 
connections, have genuine access 
to the foreigners with whom they 
are supposed to deal. 

Because our representatives 
abroad are very badly informed 
about Washington and the United 
States, they cannot hope systemat- 
ically and continually to keep 
Washington properly informed 
about Europe. 

We must not be surprised, there- 
fore, if at the very time when 
the material power of the United 
States is a determining influence 
in Western Europe, our political 
influence is diminishing. It is 
diminishing, not because Europe 
seeks to exclude our influence, 
but because we lack the personnel, 
the teamwork, and the organized 
and co-ordinated capacity to exer-

hoping we had advanced to an-| 
other stage of international co- 
operation. They had hoped that) 
sovereignty would not get in the 
way of a truly international ac- 
cord. . 

All the time the conferees have 
been meeting, a powerful lobby 
representing private air interests 
has been doing everything pos- 
sible to put obstacles in the way 
of any agreement at all, You 


by this lobby. Its representatives 
have had .the assistance of the 


isolationist Chicago Tribune in 


undermining the position of the 


American delegation. 

This lobby is not 100 per cent 
American. It has been aided and 
abetted by foreign groups that 
would also like to see no regu- 
lation whatsoever. Without regu- 
lation, they would be free to di- 
vide up the world’s air traffic 
between themselves. 

In other words, when things 
settled down and everybody for- 
got the idealistic talk about an 
international air agreement, they 
could form a cozy international 
air cartel,

t Was sO vague and so general 
that it could hardly have been 
unfair to anybody.

| NEW DELHI, Dec. 7 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Censorship was lifted to- 
day on the singular story of “the 
Queen of the Nagas,” a blonde 


Englishwoman who scouted the 
Japanese while sharing the rough 
life of a tribe of aborigines who 
once cultivated a hobby of head- 
hunting. 

Ursula V. Graham Bower, 30- 
year-old daughter of J. B. Bower, 
a submarine officer and one of 
Britain’s pioneer airmen, went in- 
to the hills six years ago with the 
intention of writing a book about 
the Naga tribesmen of the India- 
Burma frontier. 

When the Japanese approached 
within 25 miles of the hilltop 
where Miss Bower lived, she was 
urged to flee, but she asked the 


British for rifles to arm her Naga 
friends and announced she was go- 
ing into the bush to find out what 
was happening. She trained the 
Nagas to signal with their bam- 
boo drums and send runners with 
information to British outposts. 


Last spring she helped to scout 
advance movements of the Japa- 
nese pressing through the Naga 
hills toward a railroad which was 
taking American supplies to Gen.

Minors Given Right 


$10,000 New 
Draft Price 
For Players 


In Class AA 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 8 (AP). 
—Postwar planning, with special 
emphasis on the encouragement of 
schoolboy baseball, promised _ to 
highlight today’s activities as the 
minors wound up their forty-third 
annual convention, after adopting 
seven of 13 proposed amendments 
yesterday. 

A report of the major-minor 
committee on postwar planning, 
formed last February at the re- 
quest of the late Commissioner 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, will 
come up for action. 

The committee recommended 
appointment of touring talent 
teams to spread the diamond gos- 
pel and circulation of rule books 
and movies on the game’s funda- 
mentals. If this idea is agreed 
upon by the majors, it will be op- 
erated in conjunction with the 
state high school athletic associ- 
ations. 

A $500 fine on clubs signing 
boys still eligible for high school 
ball was also recommended. 

Among other ideas were the for- 
mation of clinics for improvement 
of umpiring, elimination of pay- 
ment of bonuses to free agents 
with substitution of a payment of 
10 per cent of the sales price to 
players assigned to a higher club, 
establishment of a promotional de- 
partment with a full time direc- 
tor, and recodifying the playing 


rules. 
Draft Price Raised. 

Also coming up was a resolu- 
tion of J. Kemp Bartlett, secre- 
tary of Baltimore’s International 
League club, that a committee be 
formed to meet with football 
owners to erase overlapping sched- 
ules of the two sports. 

Most important of the amend- 
ments adopted, all of which must 
be concurred in by the major 
leagues, dealt with the draft and 
territorial problems. 

The agreement on $10,000 for a 
class AA player, an increase of 
only 331-3 per cent instead of the 
original 100 per cent, was felt by 
observers to be a conciliatory ges- 
ture to the majors. However, pass- 
ing of an amendment giving the 
minors the right to buy the fran- 
chise of any invading major 
league club clearly stated the mi- 
nor leagues’ intention to protect 
their. territory. 

The only amendment defeated 
(five were withdrawn) was that 
sponsored by the Southern Associ- 
ation which would have permitted 
the Class Al and A leagues to pay 
bonuses to returning servicemen. 

President William G. Bramham 
was authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with the majors 
on drawing up a new major-minor 
agreement. The present pact was 
automatically extended to Jan. 12, 
1946, by the death of Commis- 
sioner Landis.

that time. 

“When I first went Fast I 
won 13 consecutive fights before 
I lost a decision to Eddie Cham- 
berlain, a catch-weight bout. in 
which I gave away considerable 
poundage. My trip was con- 
cluded with 18 victories and one 
deféat.” 

That probably puffed up the 
bank account considerably, we 
suggested. 

“Not so you could notice it. 
: ..The pay was small... .I 
had a manager. . And I had 
traveling and hotel expenses 
which were not always paid by 
the promoter as they are today. 
But I got along right well.” 

How had he fared on his Far 
Western trip. 

“That wasn’t so hot. I believe 
I fought my way out to the 
coast from town to town—and 
that meant traveling by the 

hard-knocks route, . . . I had

“I got pretty hard up later 
and took a bout with Indian Joe 
Gregg, who was many pounds 
above’'my weight class... .

a $150 guarantee, any time. 

. . A buck’s worth of raw beef 
steak would fix up the eyes. 

“It turned out a tough fight 
but I had it won. But the Chief 
of Police of Oakland, Cal., where 
the bout was held, had money 
on Gregg and gave the referee 
the high sign. He named Gregg 
winner. 


“That's when the fun began. 

Bottles, stools, buckets and 
other ring equipment filled the 
air. I ducked under the ring 
until the storm subsided and the 
police wagon had hauled some 
of the angry fans away. Then 
I came out and collected my 
$150. 
“I wound up in New York and 
finally made enough dough to 
open my gymnasium, which I 
operated for more than a quar- 
ter of a century, 

“I handled many famous men 
—Benny Leonard, Willie Ritchie, 
Les Darcy—all the big shots 
trained in my place. It was a 
lot easier and *more profitable 
than fighting. But it was too 
strenuous, and I sold out a few 
months ago... . From now on 


I'm just a customer—and do I 
like that!”

Heart Attack Fatal to 
Maj. Griffith, Big Ten

John L. Griffith, 

Maj. Griffith, 67 years old and 
for 22 years commissioner of the 
Western Conference, died sudden- 


ly last night in his office in the 
Sherman Hotel, a few hours after 
conference athletic directors had 
re-elected him to a five-year term. 
A heart attack was given by phy- 
sicians as the cause of death. 
He had been identified with in- 
tercollegiate athletics as coach, 
athletic director, organizer and 
authority on rules interpretations 
since he graduated in 1902 from 
Beloit (Wis.) College. He was the 
first ‘commissioner of any inter- 
collegiate conference. His inter- 
pretations of rules, his judicious 
handling of intra-conference prob- 
lems and his judgment in affairs 


intercollegiate and amateur ath- 
letics groups were used as models 
by numerous sports groups all 
over the nation. 

Successor Problematical. 

L. W. St. John, athletic direc- 
tor at Ohio State University, and 
K. L. (Tug) Wilson, Northwest- 
ern’s athletic director, were the 
first to know of Griffith’s death. 
They discovered his body, half- 
slumped over a chair, in his office. 
They had been waiting for him 
in the hotel lobby, 

His death did not come as a 
surprise to his closest friends. 
The commissioner had confided to 
several conference officials that 
his heart condition might cause 
death at any time. 

How soon the conference would 

name a successor was problemat- 
ical. Under conference rules, the 
athletic directors elect the com- 
missioner, subject to approval of 
the faculty committees. The di- 
rectors were scheduled to meet 
again today. 
“We probably will do nothing 
until later, until the shock of Maj. 
Griffith’s death has_ subsided,” 
said St. John. 

Wilson, speaking for the direc- 
tors, said in a statement: 

“The Western Conference and 
intercollegiate athletics have lost 
their staunchest friend and great- 
est supporter. He was the first 
athletic commissioner of any con- 
ference and a tower of strength 
at all times. His loss will be 
deeply felt by all lovers of college 
sports.” 

Active in Other Groups. 

Griffith’s associations in ama- 
teur athletics were not confined 
to the Western Conference alone. 
He was secretary-treasurer of the 
National Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association, and a past president 
of the body. 

He was active in correlating 
rules affecting both the N. C. A. A, 
and the Amateur Athletic Union,

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP) —Reflecting a trend away from the 
Navy and Marine schools, which controlled last year’s football pic- 
ture, the 1944 college All-America presents an array of gridiron 
talent dominated by Ohio State’s all-victorious civilian team and the 


United States Military Academy's high scoring eleven. 


For the first time since 1934, 
when Alabama, Stanford and Min- 
nesota landed two berths each, 
the Associated Press, Twentieth 
All-America team released today 
after a nation-wide survey of ex- 
pert opinion shows a lineup in 
which there is more than one 
school with two men on the 
mythical eleven. And not since 
Notre Dame’s great 1930 team has 
a school matched Army’s feat of 
taking over two backfield posi- 
tions. 

Ohio State placed its great run- 
ning and passing star, Les Hor- 
vath, in the backfield, along with 
Army's fleet Glenn Davis and 
hard-hitting Felix ®lanchard, and 
landed Bill Hackett, a 191- pounder, 
at guard. 

Horvath, playing his fourth 
year with the Buckeyes after a 
year in the Army, is the only 
senior on the first eleven—com- 
posed otherwise of four juniors, 
three sophomores, two freshmen 
and a Navy V-12 student.

‘Helldiver Squadron’ Also 
Tells of Two Other Missou- 
rians’ Exploits in Pacific. 


Dive-bombing feats of six Mis- 
souri men, four of them from the 
St. Louis area, are related in a 
newly published book “Helldiver 
Squadron,” by Robert Olds, pub- 
lished by Dodd, Mead & Co. The 


book is the story of the Navy's’ 
Carrier Bombing Squadron 17, 
with Task Force 58, in the Pacific. 
Of this group, R. Adm. John J. 
Ballentine is quoted as saying: 
“No crew of any carrier has ac- 
complished more or seen more ac- 
tion in so short a space of time.” 

The Missouri men featured in 
the book, with sketch drawings 
and frequent personal references, 
are: 

Lt. Nelson M. McGuire, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. L. McGuire, 3324 
Greenwood boulevard, Maplewood; 
Lt. Robert P. Friesz, Salisbury; Lt. 
(jg) Jesse M. Bristow, 7199 Wash- 
ington avenue, University City; Lt. 
(jg) John D. Walker, 5924 Horton 
Place, St. Louis; Lt. (jg) Robert 
L. Temme, 12 Highland place, 
Kirkwood, and Lt. (jg) Harold R. 
Cure, Moberly. © 
- Lt, Friesz is declared to have 
been “probably the hottest pilot in 
the outfit.” A Navy Cross cita- 
tion is quoted as stating that dur- 
ing the Battle of Midway, he 
“coolly and methodically, without 
regard for his own safety, attacked 
the enemy.” The writer adds: “In 
a dive bomber over an enemy tar- 
get, the Missouri boy with the 
flashing white teeth was strictly a 
killer. Bob neither smoked nor 
drank. He had only two vices. 
One was ‘gedunks,’ ice cream from 
the carrier’s machine; the other 
was the comic strip ‘Li'l Abner,’ 
which, the writer says, he re- 
ceived in each mail from “a cer- 
tain blonde miss who bore some 
resemblance to ‘Daisy Mae’.” 
Lt, McGuire, a Westminster Col- 
lege graduate, is referred to as 
“ence the Charleston dance cham- 
pion of Greater St. Louis,” and as 
an “unofficial morale officer” who 
buoyed up the spirits of green 
youngsters in combat for the first 
time. In the surprise attack on 
Kavieng Harbor, New Ireland, on 
Christmas Day, 1943, it is related, 
“Nels McGuire slammed his bomb 
into a big cargo ship.” At another 
time: “McGuire made a vitally 
important flight. With a photog- 
rapher in the rear seat, Nels took 
off alone and headed westward 

intil he came to Emirau Island in 

e Admiralties. There he dropped 
te 800 feet and completely photo- 
graphed the place—pictures which 
were of great value when plans 
were carried out for American 
landings in the Admiralties.” 

Lt. Temme, former University 
of Missouri baseball player, is de- 
clared “one of the squadron’s out- 
standing junior pilots.” He scored 
many hits on enemy warships and 
installations. His first hit blasted 
a Japanese cruiser in Rabaul har- 
bor. At Truk, his dive bomber 
Was so badly damaged during an 
attack on an enemy cruiser that 
Temme’'s plane went into the sea 
on the return to the carrier. He 
and his gunner were rescued by 
a destroyer. * 

1A, Walker, who figures in sev- 
eral episodes described in “Hell- 
diver Squadron,” was forced to 
Jand at sea in action off Eniwe- 
tok, but was rescued. He narrowly 
escaped death at Rabaul from a 
Japanese bomb. 

Lt. Bristow, cigar-smoker and 
piano-player of the squadron, re- 
ceived the Air Medal, as did 
Temme and Walker, for outstand- 
ing bombing work at Truk and 
the Marianas. 

“Opening the Gates of Hell” is 
the title of the chapter describing 
the squadron’s attack on Truk, 
“the mystery-lair of Japanese Pa- 
cific power.” The sinking of 
cargo ships by “Gedunk" Friesz 
and Lt. Bristow are among the 
incidents. The carrier on which 
the squadron served was nick- 
named “Holiday Inn,” the official 
mame being withheld by Navy 
eensors.

A Sparkling Comedy at the Fox 
é6 HE DOUGHGIRLS,” the current headliner at the FOX 
Theater, is a real treat for lovers of fast, clever, and 

punchy comedy of the farce variety. 
Fully as bright as was the stage play by that name (by 
Joseph A, Fields) from which the picture was 


adapted, the central situation still remains that 
of three girls in a Washington, D. C., hotel, who 
~ style themselves Mrs. when actually they rate 
only a Miss in front of their names, Some of 
the naughtier lines have been revamped a bit, 
but the revisions capture so well the original 
spirit that they won't matter even to those die- 
hards who say that you can’t turn a good 
stage play into a screen version without emas- 
culating it. 

As to the acting performances, the laugh pace set, the pho- 
tography, settings, all are superb. Much credit, particularly in 
the revisions in dialogue, must go to James V. Kern and Sam 
Hellman (with additional dialogue by Wilkie Mahoney) who 
made the job of adaptation for the screen a labor of love plus 
the just-right amount of tongue-in-the-cheek reverence for the 
original. 

Playing the part of the three “doughgirls” are Ann Sheri- 
dan (who was never lovelier), Alexis Smith (whose loveliness 
on the screen this reviewer is forced to recognize for the first 
time), and Jane Wyman (who steals the picture with the best 
comedy performance Miss Wyman has ever turned in). 

Another “best performance” is that of Eve Arden. This 
robust beauty with the big regular-featured face gets her 
best role in a long career in pictures as Natalia, the tough 
Russian guerrilla fighter, killer of Germans and terror of pawn- 
brokers, who befriends the three very feminine and ultra-dainty 
and heipless (but not without claws) doughgirls. 


With 'Doughgirls' Sheridan, Wyman, Smith 


The picture opens with the arrival at the aforementioned 
hotel suite of the “newly wed” Jack Carson and Miss Wyman. 
“Newly wed” also are Miss Wyman’s friends, Miss Sheridan and 
John Ridgely. Since Miss Sheridan and her “spouse” are “tem- 
porarily” out of a place to stay in the war-crowded capital, 
Miss Wyman invites them to leave their bags at her place until 
they locate rooms of their own. Rooms do not materialize. But 
trouble does. 

First of all, Carson and Miss Wyman, it is discovered, aren’t 
really married. The “justice of the peace” turned out to be @ 
phony. And Ridgely’s “former” wife, Irene Manning, is still 
his wife because of a “technicality” in the divorce papers. To 
top it all, Miss Smith appears on the scene as the bride-to-be 
of Craig Stevens, but they can’t get married because Stevens, 
an Army flyer, has the measles. Mixups with the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, checking job recommendations, com- 
plicate matters. Everybody finds it necessary, because of ini- 
tial “appearances,” to maintain to the end that they are really 
married. In the end, due to the good offices of Comrade Arden 
(who brings in'a Russian priest for a triple marriage ceremony), 
they really are. 

A very. funny little man, Joe De Rita, wanders around 
throughout the picture looking for a place to sleep. Examples 
of the wonderful dialogue follow. The Russian girl, for apples, 
says “hairpools.” A man comes into the apartment to introduce 
himself as “a member of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.” 
Miss Wyman, in all seriousness, says “Thank goodness. For a 
moment, I thought you were from the FBI.” A bigshot Wash- 
ington bureaucrat, to inflate his importance, says, “I am doing 
the work of 10 men.” One of the doughgirls says, “Who are 
they?” 

Actually, the name, “The Doughgirls,” seems a misnomer. 
The girls don’t really WANT money, they just WORRY about 
it,'and, surely, this makes for a distinction. But “The Dough- 
girls” is a catchy title. So there are no complaints. Other 
members of the cast are Charles Ruggles (as funny as ever), 
Alan Mowbray (as an explorer), John Alexander, Barbara 
Brown, Stephen Richards, Francis Pierlot, Donald McBride, 
and Regis Toomey. A Mark Hellinger production.

HAT can a housewife whip up 

for breakfast that will do 

more to warm the cockles of 
the family heart and send it off 
to the day’s activities rejoicing, 
than stacks of fluffy, 
wheat cakes with syrup. So far as 
I know, thousands of women have 
never explored the possibilities of 
making syrups of their own brand. 
“So here are some good “starter- 


| offers.” Clear corn syrup is glisten- 


ing and of just the right consis- 
tency, yet not too sweet, and well 
adapted to the making. of many 
flavored syrups, Add a little lemon 
rind and lemon juice and you have 
lemon syrup. Add the rind and a 
bit of either orange or lime and 
you. have another syrup. Some 
grated tart apple heated slightly 
produces still another. If you have 
a few canned peaches or apricots 
left in the refrigerator they can 
be pureed and added to the corn 
syrup with a drop or so of almond 
for a swell fruity syrup. Heated 
honey and a little melted choco- 
late makes still another, and on 
and on like Houdini and his un- 
ending bag of tricks.

Breakfast. 

Grapefruit halves, fluffy pan- 
cakes, hot syrup, pan-fried bacon. 
Fluffy Pancakes. 

It’s easy to have pancakes even 
on a work-day morning, if you 
mix the dry ingredients the night 
before. The fat and liquid can be 
stirred in a jiffy, while the family 
is getting to the table. Here's a 
recipe you might like to try, using 
apple in the batter and no sugar. 
Sift together one cup all-purpose 
flour, one and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder and one-half tea- 
spoon galt (do this the night be- 
fore). Beat one egg, add one- 
fourth cup light corn syrup, three- 
fourths cup milk and mix well. 
Add to flour mixture and beat un- 
til smooth; add one-fourth cup 
melted shortening and blend. Fold 
in one and one-half cups chopped 
peeled tart apples (apples may be 
peeled and sprinkled with lemon 
juice the night before if desired). 
Bake on moderate griddle until 
golden brown on both sides, turn- 
ing only once and do not press 
down to flatten. Serve with lemon 
syrup (one tablespoon lemon juice 
and one-fourth cup grated lemon 
rind in one-half cup Hight corn 
syrup). Makes about 12 cakes. 

LUNCHEON—Asparagus short- 
cake (luscious squares of short- 
bread topped with stalks of hot 
asparagus and egg sauce poured 
over all), chilled canned tomatoes, 
leftover warmed apple crisp. 

DINNER — Stuffed veal chops, 
baked potatoes, buttered brussel

Molasses Cookies. 
These easy to make molasser 
drop cookies are good, hearty little 
confections, with a delicious spici- 


ness and fruitiness contributed by ‘ 


packaged mincemeat. Sift to- 
gether three times: two cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-fourth teaspoon ginger, 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon cloves. Cream one-fourth 
cup shortening, add one-third cup 
sugar and beat until smooth and 
fluffy. Add one-half cup molasses 
and one beaten egg and beat until 
light and creamy. Add flour mix- 
ture alternately with one-half cup 
buttermilk. Stir in one teaspoon 
lemon rind and one package (nine 
ounces) of dry mincemeat broken 
into very small pieces. Mix well. 
Drop by teaspoonfuls onto a light- 
ly greased cookie sheet, leaving 
space for cookies to spread. Bake 
at 375 degrees for eight to 10 min- 
utes or until lightly browned. 
Makes three and one-half dozen 
cookies.

My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Thursday. 


HIS is Pearl Harbor day, and 
for three long years, now, we 
have been at war. 


The summary of war news 
makes us realize how far we have 
come in military power during 
these years, and yet the appeal 
for more production at home is a 
sign that we have not yet grasped 
the fact that the war is not yet 
won, The casualties today on 
every fighting front are heavier 
than they have been at any pre- 
vious time. The weight of sor- 
row, the hardship of long separa- 
tion, are still realities to many 
men and women. Let us put aside 
the thought that postwar readjust- 
ments are imminent, and devote 
ourselves to war situations as they 
are before us today. 

Yesterday afternoon I went to 
Philadelphia, and enjoyed very 
much attending a meeting at 
which ex-Gov. Pinchot presided. 
He organized the independent vot- 
ers’ groups, in the last campaign, 
which worked together in Penn- 
sylvania for the election of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

In a number of places in and 
around Philadelphia, these groups 
are now getting together and plan- 
ning what their future shall be, 
I think many people who never 
before worked in a political group 
found interest and satisfaction in 
the work of the past campaign. 
People met each other who had 
not before known of each other's 
problems and interests, and there 
seems to be a real desire to con- 
tinue the association. If it works 
out into real activity in civic af- 
fairs, with an interest in all prob- 
lems, local, state and national, as 


they arise, it will certainly be a 
very great. gain to democracy as 
a whole, 

I have received a copy of the 
American Bible Society’s state- 
ment of the war emergency and 
postwar rehabilitation require- 
ments for the Bible. The society 
is trying to raise $2,500,000 beyond 
its regular budget during the next 
four years,-and it is also planning 
to raise its regular budget quring 
this same period by $702,000. They 
say that this additional money is 
needed so that enough Bibles may 
be printed to meet the needs ef 
men and women all over the world, 


They are forecasting what will: 


be needed after the peace in coun- 
tries which have been ravished by 
the war, but they feel that above 
all other books, this book must 
be furnished now to men and 
women in the services, to pris- 
oners of war, and to civiliang at 
home in every country which can 
be reached. Later, of course, 
there will be great demands for 
the Bible by churches and minis- 
ters as they try to rebuild their 
congregations in war-torn coun- 
tries. 

There are.few of us, I think, 
who will not want to give some- 
thing toward meeting this need, 
It is a real need, for since time 
immemorial, almost everyone has 
found some particular part of the 
Bible to carry a message of com- 
fort which they want to read and 
re-read in times of stress

The Doctor 
On Dangers 
_ Of Earache

OMEBODY in Ohio wants to 
§ know whether it’s all right to 

put drops in the ear for ear- 
ache, 

Why sure it’s all right. Heat 
has been the sovereign remedy for 
acute earache ever since the Book 
of Genesis was written and atill 
is, and there isn’t any better way 
to get heat to the ear than hot 
olive oil and an eye dropper. 


Not that I would like to have it 
bruited about that I think an ear- 
ache is a simple matter or any- 
thing for amateurs to monkey 
with, or that I think the drops are 
going to cure it. But they will 
ease it and, with some possible ex- 
ceptions which I will discuss, will 
do no harm. 


x * * 


AN ACUTE EARACHE, if ac- 
companied by fever and prostra- 
tion in man, woman or child, is 
one of the most serious conditions 
that can happen, The ear is a 
haphazard kind of a mechanism, 
It does seem as if it could have 
been constructed better. Inserts 
have much more sensible ears 
than we have. But we inherited 
ours from the fishes who have to 
hear under water and from the 
birds who have to have a very 
nice sense of equilibrium and have 
to know from which direction 
their enemies are approaching. So 
somehow the balancing apparatus 
of the body got closely hooked up 
with the hearing apparatus and 
then the actual hearing apparatus 
had to be separated from the ear- 
drum by an air space and con- 
nected with several little bones 
and that is the middle ear, and 
that is where all the trouble 
arises. 4 

The air space of the middle ear 
and the movement of its bones 
requires that it be not dead space 
but that the ear drum have some 
play so this is arranged by the 
Eustachian tube, which goes from, 
the middle ear to the throat. You 
can always prove the function of 
the Eustachian tube by pinching 
your nostrils together, shutting 
your mouth and forcibly breath- 
ing out, when you will feel your 
ear drums crack because the air 
goes up the Eustachian tube and 
fills the middle ear. 


Germs do the same thing under 
circumstances. A sore throat, a 
pharyngitis, or any nose or throat 
infection may wander up. the 
Eustachian tube, light in the mid- 
dle ear, find it it is a nice warm 
place to breed, so they form pus 
and you have an acute middle ear 
infection. Any of the common 
childhood conditions, such as 
measles, scarlet fever or German 
measles, are particularly likely to 
do this, because they all produce 
some degree of inflammation of 
the throat. 


x * * 


NATURALLY a middle ear in- 
fection is accompanied by fever 
and indicated by the ear ache. 
Grandma's ear drops were usually 
hot oil with a little camphor be- 
cause camphor is a natural local 
anesthetic. Phenol, another local 
anesthetic, and glycerine is anoth- 
er old reliable form of ear drops. 


The only possible objections to 
the use of these drops is that the 
pus has broken out through the 
ear drum and the drops will get 
in the middle ear and possibly be- 
gin to wander causing the serious 
complication of middle ear infec- 
tion — mastoiditis. But this is a 
very faint possibility and can any- 
way be prevented by observing the 
rule never to use drops if the ear 
is discharging. 

Another equally important rule 
is to get a doctor if possible for 
any ear ache and have him de- 
cide whether the ear drum needs 
to be opened or not in order to let 
out the pus. In most cases even 
though we have valuable modern 
drugs which are so useful in such 
conditions this should be done, 


These modern drugs are the 
widely touted sulfa drugs. They 
frequently control a middle ear in- 
fection so that drainage will not 
have to be made, They cut down 
the complications of mastoiditis to 
one-tenth itg frequency.

The Casanova of Great Falls 


Lester Martin Is Anxious to Do Right by His Wife and Three Other Women 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., Dec. 7. 
HANDSOME, 34-year-old war 
worker who ran afoul of the 
law for collecting paramours 

in four states and fathering four 
illegitimate children, is free on 
$1000 bond, bent on resuming 
work so that he can help the 
three “other women,” and care for 
his faithful wife. 

The man who attempted to emu- 
late the rakish life of the legend- 
ary Casanova is calm, slow-speak- 
ing Lester Logan Martin, who be- 
gan an episode of extra-marital 
affairs in 1940 and now doesn’t 
care “if I never see another 
woman.” 

Martin has: A wife, Beona, who 
bore him one child and is expect- 
ing another; a sweetheart, LaVell 
O'Leary, whois an expectant 
mother; another sweetheart, 
Gwynn Doyle, now in Portland, 
who bore him two children, and 
still another sweetheart, Wanda 
Joy Joy Bailey, formerly of Minot, 
N. D., who is the mother of his 
five-month-old child. 

Martin puffs calmly on his pipe, 
contemplates his evils, and says 
he loves all of hig children, 
whether legitimate or illegitimate, 
and means to “do well by all of 
them as long as I'm able.” After 
being released on $1000 bond, Mar- 
tin said he was headed for the 
coast — Portland or Seattle—he 
didn’t know where—to get a job 
“and take care of this mess.”

Weat opened the heart king and 
continued with the ace. It was 
quite a shock to him when de- 
clarer ruffed the second round, 
and perhaps this contributed to his 
prompt downfall. Whatever the 
reason, the fact is that when de- 
clarer then led a low spade to- 
ward the jack-ten in dummy, West 
put up the king. A far greater 
shock was in store for him when 
the blank ace fell from East, and 
after that, successful defense was 
out of the question, 


As I have said, under certain 
circumstances a player is on the 
spot when the declarer leads a low 
card and said player sits with king 
and one in that suit. In this case, 
however, West should have fig- 
ured as follows: East must have 
an ace for his four heart bid. If 
it was the club ace, declarer’s hand 
must have been something like: 
QAQKXxX Yx @KQ1IOx Axx 

How could South lead away 
from his spade ten-ace? He would 
not know that West had the king 
—he would hope that West had 
doubled on the ace-king of hearts, 
ace of diamonds and club ace — 
and most certainly he would not 
abandon the chance for a success- 
ful trump finesse. 

Thus, by visualizing what de 
clarer would have done under vary- 
ing circumstances, West could find 
the key to the proper play.

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It started as the saying “The 
bishop has put his foot in it.” 
Down the years the form changed 
somewhat, but the significance 
hag remained the same as it was 
in the beginning — disturbing or 
spoiling the matter in hand. 

The original allusion grew out 
of the old English custom of 
housewives and cooks, when the 
bishop passed along the road, de- 
serting the kitchen to run after 
the churchman, presumably to ask 
for a blessing or perhaps just to 
bid him the time of day. And of 
the food that was ruined by being 
left over the fire untended, it 
would then be said, “The Bishop 
hath put his foot in the pot!” 


The earliest recorded usage of 
the expression is in 1536. It is by 
William Tyndale, English reform- 
er, martyr and translator of the 
New Testament, who wrote: 

“If the porage be burned to, or 
the meate over rosted, we say the 
bishop hath put his foote in the 
potte or the bishop hath played 
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**Pennlea! Nickels! Dimes! I wish it was full of Wheaties!"
